The entire Pacific Northwest was affected, but in Portland and environs it took the form of an ite 
“sliver thaw.” Tree, wires, fences and all other outdoor objects were encrusted with thick 
coatings of ice. Entire orchards were destroyed, wires and poles crushed to the ground, ending tele- 

graph and telephone communication, and much other damage resulted. In no place was the ice 
storm worse than along the Columbia River Hignway. Through the Columbia gorge there was «a 
heavy snowfall, which blockaded trains and stopped all other traffic. Nearer Portland, however, 
there was little or no snow, but the rain frose as it fell until there was an ice coating of dazzling 
beauty everywhere. Ite beauty, however, was dimmed to the eyes of property owners because of 
the vast damage that was done. The picture above shows an automobile that was turned into an “ice 
wagon” because it was left standing out over night. The lower scene shows fallen wires and poles 
along the Columbia River Highway near Portland.

On the other hand, if we do not. 
either through an alliance or 
through our own means, have an 
army sufficiently strong to invade 
Japan and defeat ita army on its 
own soil, we cannot hope for de- 
cisive victory. 

Great Britain, with its fleet, kept 
the French out of the British Isles 
for more than twenty years. Dur- 
ing most of this time she was 
compelled to fight because she her- 
self and her allies did not possess 
a sufficient land force to decisively 
defeat Napoleon. 

The only peoples containing the 
potentialities of a land army with 
whom we could form an alliance, 
are the Russian and the Chinese. 
Neither is united under one cen- 
tral government and neither at the 
present time is capable of pro- 
ducing an effective army which 
could be used under these circum- 
nces. 

If we allow the real strength, not 
paper strength, of our fleet, to fall 
below that of the Japanese, and 
further limit ite usefulness by 
agreeing not to fortify, properly 
garrison and provision’ our bases 
and possible bases in the Pacifica,
